Alarming Outbursts in Lille— Intenmtlonal

THE 8TAOE. 

" The Pilgrims Progress" which will 
be presented at St. .lames theatre either 
at the end of August or early in Septem- 
ber bids fair to iiuike a sensation in 
tlieatrical circles.

— Friday's session 
was a lively one, the populist party be- 
ing well satisfied to accept Bryan as 
their candidate for the presidency; but 
they objected to endorsing Sewall, of 
Maine, for the vice-presidency, many 
of his vessels and those in charge of 
tbein being discreditably notorious. 
Bryan, it is said, had declared that he 
would not accept the Populist nomina- 
tion if Sewall were not nominated with 
him. But for this the vote for him would 
have been unanimous. The day's pro- 
ceedings were characterized by much 
disorder. The offioinl vote for the i)re- 
sidency when announced was: Bryan, 
1.042; Norton, 321; Donnelly, 1. Bed- 
lam was let loose for U> or 20 minutes, 
and the nergeant-at-arins was powerless 
to restore order. After rapping for five 
min;iteB, Chairman Allen declared Mr. 
Bryan the nominee "f the convention. 
I'-or the vice-presidency Thomas J'-. 
Watson, of Georgia, was nominated 
the first ballot. I'.i ■< ' •

Though Lille bus a 
Socialist mayor and deputy, it is evident 
that the people of that city are not i)re- 
pared to swallow such wholesale out- 
bursts of Socialism as were indulged in 
by the congress, iind the result has 
been riots of such a character as would, 
if they happened in Paris, says the 
Times, hiive sent a shiver through 
Eurojje. 

The tidiible .started v,-ith the posting 
of a placard l)y the municipality in- 
viting tne inhaliitants to welcome their 
brotbers frnni abroad. Couiitci-.|ii;ii-arils 
were posted by the KepnbluMii.s luvitmg 
I)eople to '• liisH the Prussians." So that 
when the socialistic i)rnces.sion martdied 
through th( city on I'Viday evening it 
was greeted with cries of " Vive la 
P'rance!" and "a has Prusse." The 
line was broken and the mayor became 
BOjiarated from the procession, and the 
musicians at the head of the procession 
dispersed. The crowd waved tri-colored 
Hags, which the Socialists tried to seize 
and tear up. 

The international Socialist and Trades 
Union congress begins at St. Martin's 
town hall on Monday. London will 
dotibtless receive all the anarchist and 
socialistic demonstrations incident to 
this congress during next week more 
calmly than the ebullitions of the con- 
gress at I>ille were received tfiere, as the 
presence of ( uM inans in London fiirn- 
islies no p()liti(;al provocation. Prelitni- 
iiury to the coni.'re.'=s will be a monster 
leinonstiatioii in Hyde f^ark to-morrow 
of socialist workers and trade unionist 
' in favor of international peace and 
unity. " 

To the concresB which assembles on 
Monday, Germany sends 36 delegates, 
France 17 and the United States 4. The 
Anarchists as distinguished from the 
State Socialists will hold a welcoming 
meeting of their own in a separate hall 
on Tuesday evening. Herr Liebknecht, 
Herr Sineer and other foreign delegates 
reached London to-day.

But fi w of the German newspapers 
agree with tbo Emperor in the matter of 
his enthusiasm on the subject of the 
Paris exhibition of lUOO. 

The Hanibtirger Nachrichten, discuss- 
ing the relations between France and 
Germany, says : " It is safer to keep 
France in terror of Germany by an in- 
crease of the army and of" population 
than to endeavor to get into rtlio good 
graces of France by acts of chivalry and 
generosity." 

Dr. Stoecker, the i)reacher politician 
and ", lew-baiter," has founded anew 
party, whitdi he has called the " Ivirch- 
lichsvzil" instead of the " (jhristlieh- 
svzil," which latter name the Emperor 
said was an idiotic title. Though under 
a did'erent name, Dr. Stoecker's parly 
will continue to operate on the lines of 
his original party in opposing all meas- 
ures and in backing up the "Jew-bait- 
ers." Dr. Stoeeker h;is rallied quite a 
number of his party, f. id announces that 
he intends to prosecute a vigorous cam- 
paign at the approaching session of the 
reichstag. 

The Socialists are losing one strike 
after another. The hat makers spent 
100,000 marks for the pleasure of fight- 
ing their employers, and in the end were 
obliged to give up and return to work qn 
the old terms. A like result followed 
the strike of the musical makers at 
Koetbue. The textile workers, the 
metal workers and the weavers of Euler- 
berirge have now been on strike 
for seven weeks and beuin to see 
that there is no hope of winning. 
The Eti ikes have wasted 750,000 marks 
There has been considerable gossip in 
oniuH-tion with I^rince Ibjheulohe, 
hancellor of the German Empire, and 
CountBedeni, presidentof thecounciland 
minister of the interior in the Austrian 
cabinet. In spite of long specials to 
the newspapers, dwelling ujion the im- 
portant results of the meeting, it issemi- 
ollit;ially understood that nothing of the 
first importance was settled at the meet- 
ing. 



CARDINAL TACSCHEREAU. 

Serious Illness of the Kirst Canadian Prince 
of the Church. 

Quebec, July 25.— Cardinal Tascher- 
eau is seriously ill. His Eminence, who 
beloiiiiS to a I'rench family of tiuebec, 
members of which have attained con- 
siderable prominence on the bench and 
at the bar, was born in 1820, in the 
county of Beauce, his great grandfather 
having come from La Touraine, France. 
The Cardinal was ordained a priest in 
1812, and in 1S47 bitrlily distinguialied 
himself by his pastunil labors among 
those who had been stricken with the 
ship's fever. fJettirning from Rome, 
wJiere he had been sent to |)resent the 
decrees of the .Second Council of tiiiebec, 
and had remained for several years 
studying canon law, of which lie was 
made a doctor, he was appointed 
a director of the Grand Seminaire of 
(.Quebec, of which he became superior in 
1800. He attended the Ecumenical 
Council in Rome, 1K70, and on the 
death of the Archbishop of Quebec, in 
that year, was made administrator 
jointly with Vicar-General Cazeau,/, -In 
February, 1871, he was appointed arcb,- 
bisbop of Quebec, being made the first 
Canaaian cardinal in 1886.

London, July 25. — ^The Canadian ar- 
tillery team arrived in London at one 
o'clock this morning and met with a 
cordial reception from the oHicers of the 
artillery association. The (^inadians 
were liandBomelv enicrtaincd at lunch- 
eon by the Lord Mayor, Sir Walser Wil- 
kins, at the Mansion Ibnisc, after which 
they visited the Guildhall and returned 
to the Mansion House at four o'clock, 
where they were served with tea.

VANCouvuit, July 25. — The body found 
on Gambier island haa been indentilied 
as that of Mrs. Durnan. It will be re- 
membered thiit sonio months ago while 
her inisbaiul hiul his hand out.stretolicd 
to help her from a bout to a cannery 
wharf at .Stevestoii Mr. Duriuui slipped 
and [ell into tue water, Binkinf; not to 
rise aj;ain. Although the i-iver was 
dragged the l)ody e()uld not be found. 
Mr. Durnan reeoiinized the elothes on 
the bodv wlien found as belonging to his 
wife. 

Tfie exomitii'O eommittee appointed by 
the masB meeting of citizens to draft a 
memorial to the Federal government, in 
the form of a monster i)etition dealing 
with the question of further reHtrictions 
in the matter of the importation of Mon- 
golians, met last night and decided on 
the following memorial : 

That whereas the tax of $50 per cap- 
ita on each Chinese person coining into 
the Dominion lui.^ proved to Ije wholly 
imid(!(|uate to ell'ect the purposes for 
which said tax wan iiii])oeed : 

That whereas the large inllux of 
Chinese into Canada is a Koriuus inciiace 
to the prosperity and material develop- 
ment of tins country in general and 
British Cohinibia in particular, for the 
following amongst other reaaons, name- 
ly : "That these Chinese are non-aa- 
einiilative and havi- no intention of set- 
tled citi/.enshij), are in nim-al, social and 
salutary status u.suiilly below the most 
inferior stimdard of Western life, and 
being usually single men imported as 
uooliea by labor contracting organiza- 
tions, accept less than the lowest living 
wage on white labor, yet expend but 
little of their scanty earnings in the land 
of their temporar\' adoption: 

Tliat whereas tiie government of the 
United States of America, recognizing 
the great harm wrought to the citizens 
of the saiii United .States by the conijieti- 
tion of cheap Chinese laljor, enacted leg- 
islation to totally prohibit the immigra- 
tion of Chinese laborers, in the interest 
and tor the welfare of the citizens of the 
said United .Stat(!s of America: 

That whereas in other parts of the Uri- 
tish iMnpire the same ev'l has estisteii: 

That whereas, the imposition of a tax 
of $500 by the Australian colonies haa 
been efTectual in checking such Chinese 
immigration ; 

That whereas, your iietitioners believe 
that the imposition of a per capita ta.Kof 
$500 would be efficacious in restricting 
the said immigration on Ohineao; 

Therefore, your petitioners do liumbly 
pray your honorable body to be pleaseil 
to ctuict such legislation as will give re- 
lief to your petitioners from the evil un- 
der which they now suflVr from the com- 
petition of this cheap Chinese labor. 

The petition will be circidated through- 
out the province.

Thw brewers 
will, it ia aaid, contest the matter in the 
courts. The cause of all the trouble is 
alleged to be that some of the vendors, 
in order to attract custom, have been 
" putting a stick in it " and in some 
cases giving them straight liurer. The 
conseciuence has been considerable in- 
toxication among the Indians. Tlic iilea 
ia to ascertiiin whether or not " tciiiiii'r- 
anco beer" is an int(5xicaiil. In it,a 
luirmal state as it leaves the brewery it 
i;ortainly is not; but the crookedness of 
a few dealers is underatood to liave 
changed it. 

Fish are coming in better to-day, sev- 
eral boats having brought in over IDO 
each and one boat over ;iO0 from the 
North Arm. At the same time sevend 
boats only bad one fish, some none at all.

life brought to a Bjieedy ending. The 
meeting was a spontaneous gathering of 
the iieopio of Tacoma. Coming after 
the arrest and conviction of Treasurers 
liogga and McCauloy, the o.xposo of 
Holmes and Taylor, and the recent epi- 
sode in which the plant of the Commer- 
cial Light Oo. Buffered at the hande of 
Mayor Fawcett, the latest crime, in 
which the city hall was burglarized, has 
aroused all clasaea of citizens to the ex- 
treme neceaaity of calling a halt. It is 
generally realized that a strong public 
eeulimentis neccHsary to rebuke the 
criminals and bring about their quick 
conviction and puniBhment.

Provincial Organizatiou Reported 
Upon Adversely by the Synod 
Committee. 



The Diocese Divided Into Two Rural 
Deaneries, Victoria and 
Kauaimo. 



The proposal flreb put forward gome two 
years ago to complete the organization 
of the Anglican church in tliis province 
by the formation of n Britisli Coliiuibia 
aicii l)islioj)rii:, liaa for the pruHCiit at 
loiiat Ijeen laitl on tiie sliclf, the recent 
ijCHsiou ol Lilt! Bviiod deciding tliat the 
time ia not yet ripe for so important a 
step. A committee had since the 1896 
meeting of the synod been looking into 
the subject, unci it was on the recoin- 
meiidations contiiined in their report 
that action was talien. 

Tlicre is now one seiiernl synod of the 
Church of iCnglimd in Canada, tlie East- 
ern proviucea being divided into tlie 
archbishoprics of Caaada and Hnpurt's 
Land. Two propositions were conaid- 
ered relative to British Ooluinhia, ttic 
one being to afiiliate with Kupcrt's 
Land, which was dcoincil not to he fi-aa- 
ible, and tlio otiier to foiru Lhi; three 
dioceaea west (jf the man ntaiufi , CmIuiii- 
bia, Westminster and New Caledonia — 
into one iii<k'])oudenl organizalion, 
wliicli also wag pronounced inexpedient 
i)y the cijiiuiiittee in view of the few 
cfuu clies and scattered character of tlie 
dioceses. 

Acting on the enggesLion contained in 
the annual luUlress of the Bisliop, the 
conunittee to which thia document was 
referred reported to the synod in favor 
of the early division of the diocese into 
two rural deaneries, of Victoria and 
Nanaimo, with lay representation 
in the chapters, and this having 
been approved by the synod will short- 
ly be carried into eA'ect. Oiher advances 
in the diocesan work arising oat of the 
suggestions in His Lordship's address 
include the formation throughout the 
diocese of branches of the Men's Help 
Society and St. Andrew's Brotherhood, 
the former of whicfi will first have a 
trial here in tlie pariah of St. James; 
the appoint nient of ;i dioceHuii commit- 
tee on temperance wnli a view to Lhe 

gromotiori ut paroohial branclioa of the 
fiurch of JMiglaud Teiniierance Society, 
the JMsliop heing requestetl to name the 
committee ; the formation of a diocesan 
Sunday school organixatioii ; uikI Llie 
estahhuhnieiil lis speedily as possible of 
missions on (.iabriola andDenmun islands 
and at Alberni. 

The QuclHic system of administering 
the mission funds of the diocese and for 
the maintenance of the clergy in the 
various parishes, has been adopted here 
on the distinct understanding that it is 
only applicai>le to such parisliea as may 
voluntarily come into its operation, or.- 
«ept in the case of vacancies an<l new 
pariabee, which will be required to con- 
form to Its rule.

CABINET REPRESENTATION. 

DiBCUSsin;; the sulijiict of representa- 
tion in the Ciibiiiot, the Toronto Cilobe 
saya: " But it ia the duty of tlie jM-ega 
and of thoHc in piihlic Hfe to t'litu'iite the 
people out of tlieir localism ami iiiiri-ow- 
nesa, that the be.st available men may be 
chosen at all times, irieapeciive of re- 
ligious leanings or place of resiueiu:e 

It sounds well to say that the best men 
must be tibosen, no matter what their 
religion may be or what jiroviin'e Kcnila 
them to iiarliaiiiont, Ijiit when this 
theory is not earrieil into practice by the 
large anil inlltieiitiiil provinces it sounds 
not a little hypocritical to preach it to 
the small provinces which cannot apply 
great pressure to the Federal Gov- 
ernment when they art^ treated 
unjnatly in the matter of Cabinet 
representation. Clntario, when it cannot 
get what it considers justice in that mat 
ter, can protest in such a way that the 
Government must give due considera- 
tion to its claims. And so can the prov- 
ince of Quebec, and so can the Eastern 
Maritime Provinces, which act as a unit 
in fiuch matter.'-. Tlie consen iience 
that iiotwitlistaiulint,' llie line tlieory of 
the tilolie tliese parts of the D'jminion 
are certain, from a territorial \w'\nl of 
view, to be favorably considered when a 
new Government is being formed. Each 
section gets what isconauleied its i)roper 
proportion of cabinet mini.slers. This 
proportion ia generally mathematically 
exact, no matter what the (lualilications 
of the representatives may be politi- 
cally and intellectually. The Premier 
of the day is always able somehow to 
find the riglit men for seats in the Uiib- 
inet. It is only when the claims of dis- 
tant provinces aro considered, whose 
voices are not loml enouj^h to be heard 
very distinctly in Ottawa, that diflicul- 
tiea lire raised. It is to them that lec- 
tures about appointing the beat men are 
really addressed. And it is these prov- 
inces that, on account of their distance 
from the Capital, aie comparatively un- 
known in the lOast, which most need 
representation in the C;'.binet. It would 
be not at all didiciilt to lind in Britisli 
Columbia and .Manitoba men fully 
equal in capacity and attainments to the 
average Cabinet Minister. Yet when a 
Government is being formed these 
provinces do not as a matter 
of course, like the other sec- 
tions of the Dominion, ^cet th(! 
representation in tlio Cabinet Unit 
they need. They get instead, from I'^ast- 
ern members of parliament and Eastern 
journals, lectures on the necessity of 
choosing for seats in the Government 
the best available men, irrespective of 
religious leanings or ))lace of resilience. 

\Vell, the men of the West do not lis- 
ten very patiently to such pharisaiciil 
lectures. They know that they have a 
right to representation in the Cabinet, 
and tliey also Icnow that it is very im- 
portant to them that they should have 
such representation. They see that the 
Premier has not been deterred by trifles 
in the selection of wlmt he eonsidered 
good men to lie his colleatruea in the 
Government in tlie Ivtalern provinces, 
and ask wliy does he not act with equal 
promptness and determination ir 
selecting men from the West? BritisI 
Columbia ought to be represented in the 
Cabinet. Why is not a Britiali Colum- 
bian choaen? Why me Bi itiah Coliim 
bia Liberala under the necessity of going 
cap in liand to Ottawa to beg as a favor 
for their province what shoald have 
been freely accorded to it as a right? 



not a fair way of teetine: public opinion 
on any subject of importance. Many 
electors knowing that the plebiscite 
really means nothing, that no action 
can be taken upon it, are not at all 
eager to vote for the mere fun of the 
thing. A very large proportion of the 
voters will abstain Irpm voting alto- 
gether. Others, believing that no 
practical result Can follow from taking 
the vote on prohibition, will, to please 
friends and it may be for iieaco sake, 
vote " aye " when, if they knew their 
vote would really have anything to do 
with establishing prohibition, they would 
have voted " nay." It would, we think, be 
impossible to get the electors generally to 
go to the polls to vote either for or 
against a merely theoretical change. A 
])lebiscite was taken on the prohibition 
(luestion in Ontario in ISD-l. The occa- 
sion, if wo remember right, was i)ecu- 
liarly favorable, yet a very small vote was 
taken. The number of qualified voters 
in the i>rovinco was 500,000, yet 
only 180,000 —little more than a third — 
nt to the polls. The result was not 
satisfactory either to the friends or the 
opponents of prohibition. It waa not to 
he expected that so important a ques- 
tion as the prohibition of the sale and 
manufacture of intoxicating drinktf' in 
the country could be decided by a vote 
of little more than a third of the iiiiali- 
lied voters. 

If the plebiscite of the whole Domin- 
ion were taken, we question very much 
if even a third of the registered electors 
could be prevailed upon to poll their 
votes. And even if the vote were con- 
siderably larger it would settle nothing. 
Wlien legislation on the fcubject came 
to be really jiropoaed the vole must 
be taken upon it in the 
usual way. Prohibition would 
have to be made an issue in a general 
election. It would have to be discussed 
in everj' electoral district in the Domin- 
ion, on the platform and by the press 
The question must he taken uj) by the 
(lovernment, a measure submitted to 
Parliaiuent and voted upon there. All 
this would have to be done whether the 
plebiscite had been taken or not. It is 
very questionable whether the plebis 
cite as a means of iireliminary agita 
tion would help the measure in its pass 
ago through Parliament in the least 
Members would be inlluenced by public 
opinion in their several ilistricta as it 
was expressed at the polls at the time of 
the general election. The vague and 
partial returns of a plebiscite would 
give them very little concern 
What they would regard as important 
were the votes cast for tlieniselvea. 

It is a little singular that it there is a 
strong opinion in favor of prohihiliou in 
the country — strong enough to warrant 
taking a plebiscite upon it — there ia not 
a prohibitionist party in parliament 
Usually when any very important ques- 
tion is agitated in the country its 
advocates try to get a re|iregentalion 
in the House of Commons. Labor 
for instance, is seeking to have 
political influence, and conseiiuently 
the labor party does what it 
can to return representatives of labor to 
Parliament. But there is no prohibi 
tionist party or grou'p in the Dominion 
legislature. We iiuestion whether 
there is in the whole House one 
single member returned by pro- 
hibitionists to advocate prohibition 
When the prohibitionists have not 
influence enongh to uaake themselves 
felt in Parliament as a party, have those 
who favor prohibition reason to con 
elude that their cause is far enough ad 
vanced to warrant their demanding a 
plehi.scite uiion it? If it is ripe enough 
to justify putting the country to the ex 
pense of such a test, it is i|uito rijie 
enough to make it a question at the 
polls when members of Parliament are 
to be elected. Then, as we have al- 
ready said, the votes taken at a plebis 
cite really mean nothing practical 
while the votes takfen at a general elec 
tion must mean a great deal one way or 
the other.

Military operations were at a stand- 
still in the Soudan at the beginning of 
the ijresent month. The British gen- 
eral has to wait for the rising of the Nile 
before he can push on to Doiigola. The 
enemy were at last accounts consider- 
ably demoralized, and-Geoeral Kitchener 
might have entered Dongola without 
opjjosition. By the time that he will be 
ready to continue his advance the Der- 
vishes may have plucked up courage 
and (iller him lesistanee. This the cor- 
respondent of the London Tiiiies con- 
siders the reverse of a misfortune, lie 
flays: " A big light at Dongola, resulting 
in a crushing defeat of the enemy, will 
produce a better efl'ect than an unop- 
posed occupation, will save much future 
bloodsheil, and will greatly hasten the 
final pacification of the Soiidaii." The 
succesB of the invading ari:iy so fat hits 
been far greater thiin waa hi,>(ied for by 
the most sanguine of the British. 



A PLEBISCITE. 

It has been decided by the prohibi 
tionist convention lately held in Toronto 

that a plebiscite shall be taken in order 
to aasertain whether or not the people of 
this Dominion aro in favor of. prohibi- 
tion. A plebiacite seems to us a wholly 
useless proceeding. It ia in the first 
place quite unknown to the constitution 
of the Dominion. The referendum has 
not yet been established in this Domin- 
'lon. Oonsequontly the plebiscite decides 
nothing authoritatively. Besides, it is

Von are, thank God, of good tinder- 
atanding, and are thoiouglily acciiiainted 
with those rules of religion which en- 
join love and uniaon. Thanks bo to God 
that I receive but good rejJortR of you. 
But you are now close to the enemy of 
God, and have with you, with tho helj) 
of God, a suflicient number of men. I 
therefore request you to unite 
together, to nave the heart of a 
single man founded on love and unity. 
Consult with ono another, and thus you 
will insure good results, which will 
strengthen tho religion and vex tlie 
heathen, the enemies of God, Do not 
move without consulting une another, 
and such others, also, in the army who 
aro full of sense and wisdom. I'Jinploy 
their plans anil tricks of war, in the gen- 
eral fight more especially. Your army, 
thiuik God, ia largo; if you unite aiid 
act as ono hand your action will be re- 
gular: you will, with the helji of God, 
defeat tho enemies of God and set at 
ease the mind of the Khalifa, peace bo on 
hiui. Follow this advico and do not 
allow any intrigues to come between 
you. Rely on God in all your doings; 
be bold in ^our dealings witbtho enemy ;

Branch lines from Vancouver and 
Westminster will unite at Steveston, 
where the Fraeer river is to bo bridged 
til Ladiier's. .At Ladner's a line will 
ni n to somewhere near Point Roberts

NANAIMO INTEU.M1SDIATE8 DISBAND. 

The in terinediate lacrosse match which

Admitting this anomaly to 
be in accordance with the constitution, 
still there is something very queer about 
the conatitutioii. 

Why should not a senator be corai)elled 
to .surrender his eenatorship when he ac- 
cepts ollico and find a constituency to 
elect him — failing which he must lose 
the oflice, just the same as, in jiractice, 
a member of the House of Commons? 
If thia were the case, precious few sena- 
tors would run' the risk of losing all. 
How many could be elected? 

(iranting it to be right and necessary 
that the government should have iieoi)le 
in the Senate acquainted with the inin- 
iaterial policy and the arguments in sup- 
port thereof, still the question will arise 
" Should not these senators bo made re- 
sponsible to the publie?" What respon- 
sibility may mean is, however, a con- 
undrum. If the respoiisibh! ministers 
had to be responsible for the debts they 
incur by mismanagement, one could un- 
derstand the meaning. As it is, it 
means a word — nothing more. Never- 
thelesa and notwithstanding this, elec- 
tion by ('onatittienta does give a sort of 
guarantee that the person is a lit and pro- 
per person to hold the ollice, and further, 
that the particular cotiHtituency favors 
the policy of the government for the 
time being. 

If mem hers oi the goveriuiient and of 
municipal councils had to pay the losses 
incurred by their ignorance or wilful- 
iiesH or neglect — Oh, my! There ought 
to b(! better members, or none at all.

lu parobB.sing a piimo it is said by ex- 
ports that the tone given out after strik- 

ing the keys hard ia tho tone to which 
tho piano will ultimately wear. If it is 
lit all motallio or thin, tho piano should 
not bo lionght. Tho ideal piimo should 
have brilliancy, f?sveetne::.H, volume, a 
singing quality of tone, an easy actioii 
and should bo guaranteed to wear t\.v 
ten years at least. It should iniiirovo 
with use, but this very few instrnmeuts 
do. 

Tlio nudter of (3electing a piano to 
most people, and to many that liavo 
Bomo knowledge of music and pianos, is 
n great diSlculty. Many poaplo will ttl- 
low an agent to put a piano in 'thoir 
honsi', ami in this way have no way of 
( - nqiariug pianos, to tell what is best 
Cor them. 

In the question of pianos, as in every- 
thing, " tho best is the cheapest. ' ' There 

are many good nitikes that are recog- 
ui/.ed as .sttiudard piauo.s, and these x^i- 
tiiios cost teut little moro thanaeheaiJ 
t<in\ The opinion of tho people in gen- 
eral is what tells fur a piano. 

In looking ;it a lot of pianos a person 
tint^ thoroiiglily luulersttmding pianos 
will bo inclined to .select tho very oppo- 
site in tho way of tone that ho wants. 
The dealer will tell you "this is a flue, 
brilliant piano; seo how clear it is. You 
Ciui hear every bit of that — nothing cov 
ered up. ' ' 

Now, ill considering this matter, Tho 
ICtude advi.ses that this i.s tlie very k'nd 
of piano not to select. The brilliant toiu> 
will soon wear metallic, and tlieu yi lu 
will Iwvoa "tiuny" piano. Got a piano 
tliat is somewlial mullled ; it will wear 
brighter quick eiiou-gli, and in tho case 
of the muHled jjiauo tho tone will im- 
prove and come up to its best point 
with usiigo. Bat in tho case of tho bril- 
liant piano, the tone is at its best at 
first imd will continue to go back i!i- 
steart of injprove. Do ncit get a ligl'.l 
miction ])iano. It' will not stand the 
lieav^- playing like a heavy action U'ill. 
And if your piano has a hetivy action 
you will not bo troubled when a.skcd to 
play on a piano that has ahotn-y action ; 
you will not be at a, disadvantage from 
laclc of power. 

Do not, if it can bo avoided, get a pi- 
ano of a comparatively new malce. Y'l r,i 
mil a risk not to be encountered in bay- 
ing of an old established (:"ni. The 
c.goiitor dealer will tell you the nev>' 
and cliea])er ])iani) i.s .iii.=t as good, but 
always remendjer that he talks fur "No. 
I, " and lliiit moi'e money is to bo made 
on a cheap piano than cu a good one. 
Do not purchase an instrnuient that has 
soma new "fad" tluit is claimed to 
make it "su])' rii-r to allothern. " Uvery 
;.'iano, acceiiliiif; to tlio maimfaoturer's 
advertisement, is "unrivaled."

To preserve the 
leather in its original softness, wash it, 
in the following manner: To eveiy 
(piart of hot (not warm) water add a 
teaspoonful of salad oil ; wash tho leath- 
er well through this, using plain prim- 
rose soap on the dirty portions ; if neces- 
saiy, rinse in ii second supply of hot 
water and oil; wring, shako out aud 
jilace near, but not clcso to, a lire to 
dry. It is only when the leather is very 
■dirty that tho second water is required.

live, he aski-d where their mother was. 
Tlie elder i^irl staled that she had i;ono 
bhickherryin-:. .Mr. ,lack-the-Oii pper 
then ])usheii into the house, locked the 
door, and takino the ^;irls, tied both into 
chairf| with a clothes line. Me then 
overliauled the house, hut left 
Ihreo watches in a trunk up 
stairs.

DESTRUCTIVE CLOUD BURSTS. 

Great Damage Done in Virginia, Ohio and 
Colorado— Many Lives Lost. 

Wheki.iso, \V. Va., July 2."). — Tne 
damage from floods and wasliouts during 
the last forty-eight hours in VVeat Vir- 
ginia and Southeastern Ohio is almost 
beyond estimation. There was not only 
au uunsual rainfall, but cloudbursts at 
different points causeil small streams to 
do much more damage than during any 
of the highest liouds ever known in these 
Icjcaliiies. In addition to several 
washouts the Ohio river rail- 
road bridge is blockaded by long 
landslides near Bairsville. There 
are four landslides on this road between 
Siaterville and Cochrauesville, and four 
trains are tied up by them. Telegrai>hic 
coninuinicaiioii is cut off from Cameron 
eastw.ird as far as Giaftou. Many 
streams lribut;u-y to the Oliio are on a 
rampage that has only once been ap- 
proached since the famous flood of 1875. 
Reports from Marshall, W'etzell and Tv- 
ler coiintioa, tell of inestimalilo damage 
to growing crops and the breaking of 
timber booms, thus freeing millions of 
lops which are now passing down the 
Ohio. 

J^iiADvii.i.E, July 2o — A special to the 
Merald-Democrat from Morrison, Col., 
says • A cloudburst in Bear Creek can- 
yon, just above here, at eight o'clock last 
night brouehtdown a solid wall of water 
ten feet high, which not only did great 
damage to property hut c-ansed the loss 
of from fifteen to twenty lives.
